Income from Menlo Park’s| 
sales tax jumped 18 per cent}

The jump would have been 
one of 25 per cent, except that 
the city pays a share of its) 
collections to the county, and 
the state of California, which 
does the collecting, charges for) 
administration. 

During the fourth quarter | 
of 1960 the city collected—and | 
kept—$60,155:33, Johnson said. 
During the fourth quarter of} 
last year, the total collected 
locally was $75,949.62.
